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SKIING AN AMATEUR SPORT! 
HILE followers of football and 
many other sports are depre- 
cating the influence of profes- 
sionalism, we find the WNa- 
tional Ski association abolishing the 
professional class. 

In the national tourney at Cary Sun- 
day she number of amateur entrants 
greatly exceeded the professional, in di- 
rect contrast to the events of a few 
years ago. The mark of the amateur 
winner, a former pro who was rein- 
stated to the amateur ranks, exceeded 
that of the pro class winner. 

While we do not think abolition of 
the pro class will make many of us 
spectators anxious to take that flight 


and dizzy leap from the heights of a 
ski slide, the legislation evidently was 
intended to popularize a sport which 
has a greater vogue in the northern 
states than many of us city residents 

At the Universities of Wisconsin and 
Minnesota there are regular clubs. 
What we see at Cary is the spectacular 
of the sport. Skiing as a means of lo- 
comotion ig described as an interesting 
pleasure by those who have tried it. 

We think the public owes a vote of 
thanks to the ski riders at Cary Sun- 
day. Even to those unversed in suit- 
able conditions it was seen in the early 
jumps that the riders were having 
trouble in making theig leaps from 
the take-off. Experts that owing 
to lack~of snow it had not been possi- 
ble to test the new slide and taffe-off 
properly—in fact, that jumping was, 
dangerous. 

Yet the entrants, rather than disap- 
point the biggest crowd which ever vis- 
ited Cary hill,took chances. In skiing 
fatalities are rare, but broken legs and 
cracked ribs are not uncommon. This 
indifference to hazard simply for the 
benefit of visitors showed a rather un- 
usual devotion to their favorite sport 
on the part of the participants.

S to 
Orders for Boy 


or Girl Soon 
LONDON, Jan. 23. — [By United 
News.]—Prof. Julian 8. Huxley says 
that sometime within this century 
parents may be able to deliver their 
own orders to the stork, calling for a 
baby girl or baby boy, according to 
their own desires. 
Elaborating on a lecture delivered 
before’ the Royal Arts society, in 
which he made the prediction that pre- 


natal sex determination would somej/ 


lay become a science, Prof. ‘Huxley 
said in an interview at pes ge that 
this object -may be achiev within 
twenty years, or it may take fifty, 
according to the progress made by 
scientists now studying the subject. 

“TI am confident,” the professor 
said, “that the world will arrive at a 


stage when scientific sex control will/ 


be possible, although it is impossible 
for me to prophesy the time necessary 
to attain pre-natal sex determination. 

“It is likely that the known facts 
already applied to animals may lead 
to the discovery in large measure of 
sex control in humans. There is only a 
slight difference between the actual 
physiological machinery of animals 
and men, and it seems to me to be 
merely a question of applying to man 
what we already know about animals. 

“It is largely a matter of adjust- 
ment and experimentation.” 

Prof. Huxley explained that most of 
the hereditary constitution of animals 


| consists of chemical entities lodged in 
the “ chromosomes.” 


Among insects and some other ani- 
mals the female possesses one more 
If, as is 
supposed, this chromosome is the car- 
rier of sex, then it might be possible 
to eliminate the extra chromosome, 
modifying the sex ratio. 

In his experiments with moths 
Prof. Huxley obtained an increase in 
the proportion of males by exposure 
of the eggs to a high temperature dur- 
ing the division process, or by retain- 
ing the eggs in the female's body an 
abnormally iong time. 

The professor indicated that the 
science might develop a means of in- 
jecting a chemical substance which 
will possibly alter the chemical meta- 
bolism influencing the sex.
